Sneeze at it or not - its there and its good- So much 
so for Plumber Roy Manifold who had taken a series of photos 
of the sunset near Cape Otway lighthouse on October 21st 1978 
minutes oefore pilot Frederick Valentich disappeared over 
Bass Straito After the negatives were taken to the United 
States earlier this year by VUFORS Vice-President Mr. Paul 
Norman, for analysis, some startling facts were discovered. 

Dr. Charles Flemming, an optical physicist for Ground Saucer 
Watch (G.S.W. California), revealed that of all the six colour 
negatives given to G.S.W. for analysis, "In frame five an 
anomalous image appears to be surfacing from the water. 

"In frame six, taken approximately 20 seconds later, a large 
cloud-like image, with a disc structure, is visible!" 

"Computer analysis showed that the image was not 
any known type of cloud or weather phenomenon. Digital 
densitometry revealed a highly-reflective area at the top of 
the UFO image, indicative of a metalic structure. The size of 
the UFO, based on lens data and computer comparison of other 
features, reveals an approximate breadth of 25 feet". 

Again, as with the New Zealand flap irrefutable evidence 
is presented and backed to ward off the toughest line of rebuff 
Mrs. R. 'Keily of Mt. Gambier who has also viewed the Roy 
Manifold photos writes "The object I saw on May 6th 1979 was 
remarkably the same as the pictures released in the press in 
January of this year. When I first saw the UFO, at sunset, I 
thought it was the evening star, brighter and bigger than usual 
But then it started to change shape. First it resembled a star 
with a tail. Seconds later, it became fully inflated, and 
looked like an oval, light pink cloud". 

The camera used by Mr. Manifold was an Olympus ZWKO 
Auto-S 1:1:4 f = 50mm„ The film, a 400 ASA Kodak colour, 

The setting was on auto to take the particular sunset photos.

The television newsman who shot the first film of a UFO authenticated by scientists is 
the happiest man on earth. 

Quentin Fogarty sai at his Melbourne home this week: "It restores my credibility". 

"I Never doubted what I saw were UFO f s, but I make no claim they were from another 
galaxy", he said. 

Fogarty was holidaying in New Zealand in December when a Melbourne television station 

asked him to follow up a report of an earlier UFO sighting. He hired a freelance cameraman and boarded 

a freight aircraft which does a regular Saturday run down the South Island. 

f Ve saw seven pulsating lights hovering over the town of Kaikoura", Fogarty said. 

On the return flight from Christchurch, Fogarty T s cameraman filmed one of the UF0 T s as it 

shadowed the plane from about 20 km away. The film shot that night was sent to the United States 

for testing by scientists and expects in the fields of physics and optics. The independent National 
Investigations Committee on Aerial Phenomena studied the film for about 2^ months and interviewed all 
witnesses. 

"In 22 years the body has investigated more than 20,000 reported sightings and it is the 
first time that they are prepared to endorse something as a genuine UFO sighting", Fogarty said. 

Computers 

^They endorse it as an unidentified flying object, not as an extra-terrestrial aircraft 
or whatnot. "The film was subjected to scientific study using computers and an investigator heard all 
the tapes made on the night. 

"He passed on his conclusion to 20 other scientists and experts on physics, optics and 
electronics who all agreed with him that the film was genuine". 

Mr. Fogarty paid dearly for the sighting he and his crew made over New Zealand last 
December. So much so that he stated "I wished to hell it never happened", but in sticking to his story 
and belief in what he saw has now made him a very happy man. If not to be admired for the report alone, 
at least for his determination and perseverance.

ANJYWITNESS ACCOUNT OFJUJFOJVER SUDBURY,^VICTORIA. 

On Thursday, 7th June 1979 at approximately 3.30 am we were driving up Elizabeth Drive 
towards Gap Road in Sunbury; the first sighting looked like a huge orange/red glow as if from a large fire 
out towards Calder Highway. We then turned up Gap Road towards Calder Highway to investigate. Upon 
reaching the Highway the glow had shifted position from behind one hill to being situated between this 
hill and Gap Hill. 

We proceeded north, up the Calder Highway towards the cuttiig in Gap H ill and stopped 
directly after the cutting on the west side of the road. We looked across to our left and discovered 
that the glow was a huge ball still an orange/red hue. The ball was approximately overhead of the 
Bacchus Marsh-Melton area. 

As we watched the ball decreased in size to a'pin prick 1 of white light and then dropped 
and disappeared like a falling star. Then it increased in size and returned to the original color. 

It initially became an oval shape, then a semi-circular shape but not quite regular in shape; it then 
increased to three quarters of a circle. After a minute it began to decrease once more until it 
disappeared, this time not into a shooting star but sort of faded over the horizoi. The times it took 
to increase and decrease were roughly five to ten minutes. 

There were three of us in the car that witnessed this sighting and the object did not 
make any sound that we could hear.

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UFO's SIGHTED ... . . ' 

COLAC "HERALD" 6th June, 1979. 

Unidentified lights moving swiftly in formation through the Colac sky on Sunday evening 
caused great excitement at the home of a local businessman. Tho lights were seen also by another 
resident, but police: and RAAF authorities have no other reports of the sighting. 

The, lights were first seen by Mr. G.W. Kraft, manager* of the Commercial Banking Co. of 
Sydney about 6.55 pm. The Kraft family had just returned from a trip to Ballarat. They were 
unloading the car at their Manifold Street home when the lights were seen streaking across the sky from 
north-east to south-west. 

Mr. Kraft said the lights were in a tight "V" formation and moving at an angle of about 
A5 degrees to horizontal. They moved at the speed of a shooting star, but hqd no tails. They were 
faint orange in colour. The*second report confirmed the Kraft's general description of the lights. 

As the Kraft family watched, one light moved in closer on the right to complete a proper 
formation. Earlier the family had stopped at Cressy to watch a satellite pass over, and at first had 
thought the lights moving across Colac were another satellite. 

About 20 minutes after the light formation had disappeared to the south-west of Colac, 
they reappeared in the south, this time travelling north, and in oval formation. They disappeared in a 
north-north-westerly direction. 

Mr. Kraft said there was some hazy cloud at the time, but the lights could be seen above this.

WARRNAMBOOL SIGHTING ... John Thompson 

The next report comes from Mary and Robert Archer of Warrnambool. Mary, a kindergarten 
teacher and Robert, a Priest of the Church of England made this sighting on the 18th May 1979 at 
12.30 pm for 5 minutes while having luncg. 

According to the report the sun was overhead with the object sighted in the low 
westerly direction. The sky was slightly overcast, the object slowly passed over the 200 ft (approx) 
television translater tower on Tower Hill and was estimated to be approximately 25* in diameter. 

During the observation both Mary and Robert observed the object with the naked eye. Mary however then 
observed it through a telescopic sight (on a rifle). 

The object appeared to be bullet shaped and both ends were tapered and rounded with an 
over-all dull grey colour. At times it seemed to be pulsating by becoming darker and then lighter. 

At one time, appart from moving in sudden different directions, at a very rapid 
speed, it fell in motion and according to the report "falling was a spiralling motion - like a leaf 
falling with a breeze". 

Both parties then report that the object, now travelling in a northerly direction, 
(approx), disappeared behind trees on a hill close by. 


There were no reported physical, animal or EMF effects.

GROUND SAUCER WATCH,

The following material, which V.U.F.O.R.S. has been given permission to publish, is exclusive to G.S.W., 
who desire the strict adherance to this copyright. We thank our Vice President, Mr. Paul Norman for 
this article. 

Six color negativts/dwre given to G.S.W. for evaluation utilizing computor photographic analysis methods. 

All photographs reveal both foreground and background data points, in a sunset lighting mode. In frame five 
an anomalous image appears to be "surfacing" from the wc?ter. In frame six, taken approximately twenty seconds 
later, a large cloud-like image, with a disc structure is visible above the tenuous shape. The photographer 
maintains he did not see the UO image. This is entirely possible as the witness was looking directly west 
into the sunset. There is a calm sea and the weather data supports that the wind was only in a breeze 
condition. 

All modes of eomputer analysis were used to gain data in this UO sequence including; edge enhancement, 
color contouring, digitizing, computerizing and filtering. 


The interpretation revealed the following information: 

(1) The first impression one is left with upon viewing the film is that the UO image is an emulsion defect. 
However, a close examination of the original negatives revealed that the image was not caused by any artifact, 
on the emulsion. 

(2) The computer analysis revealed that the image was not any known type of cloud or weather phenomena, 
in fact, digital densitometry revealed a highly reflective area at the "top" of the UO image, indicative 
of a metallic structure. 

(3) There is no evidence of a hoax, especially in light of the fact that the pictures (sequence) appear 
to be t_ken in a rapid order, not exceeding 30 seconds from frame to frame. To super-impose in the last 
frame, a cloud-like structure, is beyond the realm of possibility in such a short time period. 

(4) Color contouring, used to graphically define density revealed that the disc-like portion of the UO 
was very bright when compared to the other features in the photograph. 

(5) Digitizing for distance factoring revealed that the UO image had similar distortion characteristics 
of features approximately one mile from the camera/witness. 

(6) The top of the 00 is being back-lighted by the setting sun and a reflection or glare from the UO f s 
apparent curvilinear surface is obvious. 

(7) High and low pass filtering revealed a definite disc structure above the "cloud". 

(8) The UO image is slightly blurred due to "object" motion. The direction is slightly to the right 

and up. 

(9) The size of the UO image, based on the lens data and computer comparison of other features, reveals 

an approximate size of twenty feet. The aspect ratio, diameter to thickness, is 6 to 1. 

CONCLUSIONS: Based on computerized data of the pictures, it is the consensus of the G.S.W. technicians 

that the images represent a bona fide unknown object, of moderate dimensions, apparently surrounded by a 
cloud-like vapor/exhaust residue.*

Millions of people could be carrying a message sent by space aliens, according to the startling theory of 
two leading scientists. They say the message was transmitted across millions of light years of space, 
in the form of a common virus. The virus has been identified os one which infects the bacteria in 
human intestines, and exists in millions of bodies. 

The two scientists, both in Tokyo, say earth may have been seeded by the virus from a spacecraft of a 
super-intelligent civilization far out in space. The scientists believe the virus may have been the only 
means the civilization had of communicating over enormous distances and their advance technology may have 
made it possible to create viruses which contained their own code for sending messages. The scientists 
add that it is likely to be in the form of a picture rather than in words, and they are currently working 
on the symbols in the formula in the hope of forming such a picture.

But they say "It is now generally accepted that there are a very great number of stars in the galaxy 
which are similar to our sun, and that planetary systems are abundant."

"SKYLAB" 


There is no doubt that the world thrives on disaster.. 

It was such a pity that because of this attitude, the media only 
brought Skylab to notice when a possible disaster threatened» 

If only they had taken more interest vrhen Skylab was in operation. 

I am sure that the Skylab experiment will feature in future 
history books alongside the voyages of discovery by Christopher 
Columbus and Captain Coo 1 ^. 

It was a grand vision that was, for the most part, highly 
beneficial for humankind. We must not lose sight of the enormous 
contributions that Skylab made to science, technology, and the 
improvement of Earth's environment. 

Skylab has enabled us to gather information on Earth's 
finite resources, how to best utilise these resources, how to 
detect pollution problems, and to generally improve food crops 
and pest control. Special sensors on board gave us a fresh look, 
and a better perspective of this Earth, and some of its problems. 

Eight special solar telescopes were mounted on a tower 
on Skylab, so that we could observe and film the Sun, away from 
the polluted atmosphere of Earth. This study of the Sun has 
helped us to unloc 1r some of the secrets of controlled atomic fusion. 
Here lies one of the most important ways of utilising the Sun's 
energy for clean power on Earth. Skylab has made a tremendous 
contribution in this field. 

Skylab was launched in 1973, and operated at an altitude 
of 375 kilometres (235 miles) where there was no atmospheric 
interference, and solar and stellar radiations could be clearly 
observed. 


Skylab was the largest spacecraft ever launched. It was 
made up of five modules, with just the working and living areas 
as big as a two-bedroomed house. It weighed nearly 100 tonnes, 
and contained 23,000 cubic feet of usable space. 

Its. speed in orbit was 17,000 m.p.h. and it passed around 
the Earth every ninety-eight minutes, covering 75# of the Earth's 
surface. 


Astronauts visited S^^ylab three times, and have spent a 
total of 12,351 man-hours in space conducting various experiments 
in Skylab. 

As a result of Skylab, we now know that we can live in 
space indefinitely. We know that metal alloys and pharmaceuticals 
can be manufactured in space with properties impossible on the 
Earth. Casting of perfect spheres is one of the space manufacturing 
techniques that were tested. As a result, ball-bearings will 
eventually be made in space factories. In fact, Skylab is a 
forerunner of orbiting space factories that we will undoubtedly be 
seeing in the next ten years. 
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When Sky lab v; as launched, it contained over 2,000 lbs of 
food, and its comprehensive medicine chest contained 1200 aspirins 
,,,,just in easel It was the first time that astronauts could 
enjoy proper meals in space, In fact, on one occasion, three 
astronauts "sat down" to a dinner of Lobster Newburg, mashed 
potatoes and asparagus, followed by vanilla ice-cream and wafers, 
They washed it all down with lemonade, and then had coffee and 
dried apricots, A total of nine space-walks were performed 
outside Skylab; one of them lasting for seven hours. During 
these walks, the astronauts carried out maintenance and repairs 
to Skylab, They also retrieved films from the telescopes' 
cameras, and they took some incredible film footage of the Earth, 

Actually, when Skylab was launched it wasn't all success. 
The important meteroid shield was torn away, and one of the solar 
panels failed to work properly, and was fouled up. The space¬ 
craft was then manoeuvred so that its interior wouldn't become too 
hot; while NASA technicians were asked, to find quick solutions 
to the problems. 

For eleven days they worked non-stop around the clock, 
and they finally came up with an "umbrella" as a substitute for 
the original heat shield. They also developed special tools 
for the astronauts, so that they could cut a metal strap that was 
stopping the solar panel from operating properly, Host of these 
experiments were conducted underwater in huge tanks, because 
working underwater is very much like working in space. 

Just eleven days after Skylab was launched, a team of 
astronauts was launched to rendezvous with Skylab, In orbit, 

375 kilometres above Earth, the first major repairs in space 
were carried out. The astronauts managed to free the 
malfunctioning solar panel, and they erected the meteoroid 
"umbrella", 

After that, Skylab stayed in orbit and operated for 
four years without any trouble whatsoever. 

One interesting thing about Skylab that doesn't seem 
to have received any attention from the media, is that it 
contained some experiments designed by students. Special kits 
viere sent out to 87,500 students in various colleges, and from 
these, NASA chose twenty-five experiments, 

Skylab was a direct descendant of the Apollo programme, 
and is a forerunner of the Spacelab and the Space Shuttle that 
will be launched midway through next year. Already a budget of 
74-5 billion has been set aside for these new and exciting projects. 
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It's rather ironic that one of Sky lab' s duties was to 
have a close look at the Sun, and yet it was because of an out¬ 
break of Sunspots that Skylab fell back to Earth„ The increased 
sunspot activity caused the Earth's atmosphere to expand, and 
this expansion caused a drag on Skylab, and it started dropping 
out of orbit and slowing down. As it slowed, it dropped even 
further out of orbit, and so its fiery end was inevitable. 

Although it didn't cause any loss of life, it's an 
interesting coincidence that Skylab started its crash to Earth, 
close to Pertho A city that NASA is very familiar with, as 
Perth became a city of light when John Glenn passed overhead in 
his Gemini capsule in the early sixties„ 

The total cost of Skylab was two thousand million 
dollars.. That works out at over one million dollars a day. 

But remember that America has only been spending about 2 °o of its 
yearly budget on space. It spends nearly 48$ on poverty„

Aliens from outer space apparently abduct the same people 
time after time in order to continually study them, reports a 
leading UFO researcher. 

Dr. James Harder, director of research for the Aerial 
Phenomena Research Organization (APPO), has regressed 104 people 
who reported UFO encounters»..and found that 30 showed strong 
evidence of multiple experiences, while another 40 "probably" had 
multiple experiences, and only 34 showed no evidence of multiple 
experiences o 

"In the course of many hypnotic regressions I have found 
much evid.ence to support the theory that there is a means employed 
to find and re-examine abductees at various intervals, sometimes 
throughout a person's lifetime, without his or her being aware of 
it", said Dr. Harder. "It is as if some sort of extra-terrestrial 
group of psychologists is making a study of humans". 

In his own study, Dr. Hard.er found that "typically", a 
person who had. a UFO experience in adulthood would., under hypnosis, 
remember an experience as a child when he or she encountered a 
strange individual in the woods. 

"The earlier encounter usually happened between 5 and 9 
years of age. Most remember the alien as appearing friendly and 
looking quite human, but on further examination and careful probing 
we find he didn't look human at all. The being usually tells the 
child he will be back to see him. He also asks the child not to 

tell his parents of the encounter. For some reason, memory of the 
encounter is somehow blocked out of the child's mind." 
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"lie also found that during the adult experience, abductees 
will often have a vague memory of their abductor and say things 
like 'I feel I've seen this being before' "= 

None of the 10A people studied seemed to be suffering any 
mental disorders, emphasized Dr. Harder, a member of "The Enquirer" 
blue-ribbon UFO panel and professor of hydraulic engineering at the 
University of California., "They were not crazy - just normal 
individuals". 

One of Dr„ Harder's cases involved a machinist, James 
Gaynor (not his real name), in his 50's» "Before undergoing hypnosis, 
this man remembered seeing a UFO, but he had no conscious memory of 

ever being on board a UFO"., But under hypnosis Gaynor recalled 

being taken aboard UFO's twice as an adult - and recalled another 
encounter with alien being when he was 9° He was also able to say 
with certainty that the being he encountered in his two adult 
experiences was the same one he met as a child. 

Other cases include: 

* A v/oman in her AO's, abducted along with her three 
children, who remembered under hypnosis an encounter with the same 
beings at age 4. 

* A teacher in her 50's who had a UFO experience when she 

was 23, who recalled encountering the same group of beings when 

she was 7° 

* A California housewife in her AO's, abducted for two 
hours, who had also been taken aboard a spacecraft by the same 
strange-looking beings when she was a child of 6 in Alabama. 

"The point", stressed Dr- Harder, "is that the multiple 
UFO abduction experience is not a random occurrence- If it were 
random, the possibility of it happening to the same person more than 
once is extremely remote"-

"It's very exciting", declared top engineering physicist 
Dr- Henry Honteith, who is doing classified nuclear research for the 
U.S. government- "It certainly sounds like a solid study"- 

The Soviets first spotted the startling space wreck 1,2A0 
miles above earth in the early 1960's. But only now - after years of 
study have absolutely convinced them it is an alien craft - are they 
coming forward to announce the stunning news to the entire world. 
"There is absolutely no doubt in my mind that we are dealing with the 
remains of a large alien craft", revealed leading Moscow physicist 
and lecturer Dr- Vladimir Georgeyevicli Azhazha- "It must hold secrets 
we haven't even dreamed of". Russian scientists believe the craft 
was broken into 10 pieces by an internal explosion - v/ith the two 
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largest sections measuring about 100 feet in diameter. They reached 
their astonishing conclusion by using sophisticated computers "to 
track the orbits of the 10 pieces back in time" to when they were 
one piece" said Dr. Bozhich. "We discovered that they all 
originated in the same spot on the same day - December 18, 1955 - 
obviously the result of a powerful explosion". He added., "We are 
convinced that the objects are not from earth" since the first man¬ 
made satellite - Sputnik 1 - was shot into space by the Russians 
about tv/o years later in October, 1957° 

Professor Aleksandr Kazantsev, a noted. Russian astrophysics 
researcher, added: "The size of the tv/o big pieces would lead, one to 
assume that the craft was at least 200 feet in length and. up to 100 
feet in wid.th, with small domes housing telescopes, saucer antenna 
for communications and portholes for visual contact. "Its size 
would suggest several floors, possibly five". 

Russian experts have ruled out the possibility that the 
fragments are from an orbiting meteor. And a top American scientist 
says orbiting meteors are unheard, of. Meteors in earth orbit are 
"a million to one shot", accord-ing to Dr. Lee Rickard., an astronomer 
at the Rational Radio Astronomy Observatory in Charlottesville, Va. 

He noted none have ever definitely been detected. Dr. Rickard also 
said, that meteors cannot explod.e spontaneously from within. But the 
Russians say the object did explode spontaneously - which would rule 
out the possibility that it is a meteor. Soviet physicist Azhazha 
observed, "Meteors do not have orbits - they plummet aimlessly 
about, hurtling erratically through space. 

"All the evidence our scientists have gathered over the 
past d.ecad.e points conclusively to one thing: I repeat, an alien 
craft exploded., crippled, by a technical malfunction. It is entirely 
possible that the lifeless bod.ies of the alien crew members are 
still aboard, the craft. It boggles the mind. ! " 

Incred-ibly, an article which appeared, in a prestigious 
American scientific journal a decade ago presents evidence that 
supports the Russian conclusions. Writing in Icarus in 1969? 

John P. Bagby, an astronomer, discussed, startling evid.ence that 
earth "has at least 10 close natural moonlets which broke off from 
a larger parent body...". Even more amazingly, Bagby came up 

with the same date as the Russians - December 18, 1955 - for the 
formation of the objects. "It is assumed, that this is the date when 
the parent body broke up" he wrote. 

Physicist William Corliss - author of numerous boo l! "s on 
unexplained phenomena - is familiar with reports of the 1955 space 
explosion and the article Bagby wrote. Told of the Russian findings, 
Corliss exclaimed : "The article would concur with that! It does 
indeed corroborate that there was an object out there which shattered 
into 10 pieces. "Bagby had. no explanation for the explosion, and. 
since he was just interested in proving that the object was out there, 
he dismissed, it as a natural phenomenon. It was the safest thing to 
do at the time". 

Excited American and Russian researchers are anxious to 
retrieve the objects for further study on earth. Even NASA would 
consider a joint U.S.-Soviet salvage mission. "We would, consider it 
if the Russians approached us", said Dr. Myron Malkin, director of 
the Space Shuttle program at NASA's office of space technology. 

Nuclear physicist and soace expert Stanton Priedman 
enthused: "If we v/ent up and. retrieved, the fragments, it's 
conceivable we could, put the pieces together". Dr. Henry Monteith - 
who is a physicist at the prestigious Sand.ia Laboratories in 
Albuquerque, N.Mexico - told "The Enquirer" : "If it is indeed an 
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alien spacecraft, it would be the find of the century! Scientifically, 
this would be a blockbuster! This would conclusively prove the 
existence of intelligent life elsewhere in the universe. The 
evidence these Russian scientists have is sufficient to warrant 
further investigation - even to send up a space shuttle to try to 
retrieve the fragments of the spacecraft". 

Prof. Kazantsev said that the alien bodies are likely to 
be found intact unless damaged when the snacecraft blew apart. 

"It's a most fascinating prospect". 

Prof. Aleksei Zolotov - a top Soviet geologist and explosion 
expert involved in the study of the spacecraft - added : 

"Astrophysicists estimate the aliens' maximum height at 
nine feet. And they could be as small as three feet". 

He emphasized : "A mission should be launched. The vessel 
- or whatever is left of it - should be re-assembled here on earth. 
The benefits for mankind should be stupendous".

As shown in Figure 1, two of the cases, #4 and #5* were determined 
after regression not to be CE-Ills, though one, # 6 , was judged a 
possible abduction. 

as you will note after regression it turns out that almost all the 
cases are ambiguous. Lawson gives some thoughts: 


1. Data is anecdotal. 

2. m Reliability cl witness is always uncertain. A common belief 
is that lying under hypnosis does not occur. This in fact is not 
true • 

3 . The capabilities of the hypnotist and other observers is 
variable• 

4. The questioning process does not allow paranormal information 
The truth as given under hypnosis is often v/hat the 

individual believes to be true. 

6 . As Lawson points out - there are many areas of real 
uncertainty in hypnotic regressions. If the subject is an un¬ 
reliable witness, fie may become one of several possible sources of 
error: he may be a clever hoaxer who outwits the hypnotist; he 

may sincerely believe his ovm lies; he may wish to please the 
questioner so that he fabricates or changes his testimony under 
repeated questioning; he may be a pathological liar, or he may 
not even be under hypnotic trance at all. 


Even a reliable witness can be a source of error: his objectivity 
is never certain, for he may filter cut bizarre or embarrassing 
information and so render his narrative incomplete; he may 
misinterpret physical or paranormal details (more about that later 
there may be partial or complete sensory blocks about his 
experience; and the hypnotist*s tactics may either lead the 
subject to avoid potentially fruitful areas, cr encourage a 
sensational but barren line of response. 
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Cne cacc which Lawson discusses is important in this respect 0 The 
Garden Grove Case in which an individual claimed to have 
experienced multiple LFC encounters* On two occasions there were 
witnesses* He claimed to have been abducted paralysed and unable 
to resist. To quote Lawson’s account: 

’’Suddenly several 7 - foot tall beings enter and undress them 
teth, then take them in opposite directions down a curving hall¬ 
way. The beings arc ugly, with sloping shoulders, crocodile- 
scaled skin, elephant-like feet, and hands with three fingers and 
a recessed thimb. Supported by two beings, the subject seems to 
glide rather than walk. Heavy fog cr mist is everywhere. 

They stop at a. doer with an insignia on it. There arc 
blinking lights at the top and sides* When touched by cne cf the 
beings, the deer seems to explode, and the subject moves intc a vei y 
bright room* After actually walking some distance, he is placed 
against a curving wail,' from which ho is unable to move* The 
wall lights up, and he feels pleasant. 

Two cf the 7-foot beings .station themselves at consoles of seme 
kind, and a third stands beside a pole oh which there is a movable 
box with many tiny colored blinking lights, and two large intense 
lights. One of these large lights holds the subject’s eyes in a 
fixed gaze; * the other is apparently some sort cf biological probe. 
The subject experiences a series of uncomfortable if painless 
sensations from his feet upward: he senses he is bleeding; he 

urinates; he feels water run from his stomach; he feels his chest 
Opened and thinks his heart has left his body briefly; finally his 
head feels ’’pulled” violently. Then everything steps, and shortly 
the lights on the box gc off. 

The subject senses that the intense lights on the box are 
connected with blinking lights which seem to traverse a clear cable 
leading from the moving box to the pole, and perhaps up the pole 
to another level. 

The subject detects a distinct, unpleasant odor. Then from 
across the room out of the fog comes a. 9-foot being, like the others 
only larger. He approaches the subject, who is frightened but 
calms suddenly when the being places his huge hand on the subject’s 
head. Then the 9-footer apparently communicates telepathically 
with the subject, without moving his mouth. A message is 
communicated to the subject. Then the subject experiences an cut- 
cf-the-body trip. 

The message is a combination of vague philosophical statements, 
general information about the aliens’ origin and purpose, and a 
promise that they will return. The aliens seem to the subject:to 
be clones cf a central host intelligence in the form of a vast on¬ 
board computer. The host once had humanoid form, but now can 
inhabit either the computer or materialize as a hu^ancid. There is 
a large lab on the second floor of the UPC where young clones are 
grown in cylinders. The ship is "checking the original biological 
plantation” on earth. 

The subject’s telepathic trip is threugh future time to the 
aliens’ hem e , ah arch, purplish world, domed, with two suns. 

However rugged its geography, the subject senses the t it is a very 
h^ppy place. 

Cn the way to the aliens’ heme, the subject views earth during 
a future war - briglt flashes apparently signifying total atomic 
destruction. (Dates given for this "doomsday” range from 3/4/85 
to 24/12/2011, but settle on June 7, 1965 at high noon exactly.)

On the night between the 5th and 6th December, in the area 
Addaura-Mondello, a circle of very intense light was sighted. 

A beam of light was coming from a very high luminous point, according 
to the eye witnesses, Salvatore Guadagna, a teacher at Roosevelt 
College in Addaura; and Peter Troia, a language student; both 25 
years old. 

It must be said that the little luminous point, of white-pin 1 ' 
colour, was moving very slowly and, at moments, it stopped. During 
one of these stops the unidentified object emanated that beam of 
blue light mentioned above. 

On the same day, the research group of The National Centre 
for UFO, Section of Palermo, had an interview with the witness of 
a similar sighting at Monreale, approximately at the same time of 
the above-mentioned sighting. Miss. S.G. of Monreale says she 
has seen a strange phenomenon for which she cannot find a logical 
explanation. While she was in her bedroom, suddenly her window, 
which faces the mountains in the direction of Giacalone, became 
illuminated with an intense light that coloured everything yellow 
ochre. Cut of curiosity she ran to the window and saw in the 
sky a well-defined luminous band that crossed her visual field, 
changing colours from yellov; ochre to orange and green. 

The sighting lasted about 20 seconds, after which the luminous 
object disappeared from her visual field and with it also the 
intense light that had roused her attention. 

On the morning of the 11th December, at 4.45 am, a radio- 
controlled group of "Carabinieri" (members of a special police corps) 
of Palermo, was crossing the suburb of S. Erasmo, on service, when 
a "globe of fire" (this is how the "Carabinieri" described it) 
appeared. The two "Carabinieri" on board the truck "Magpie" were 
inundated with a beam of light with reddish reflexes and, on 
looking up to the s 1_ y, they saw the object. They have narrated 
that the source of light was motionless in the s’*y at a height of 
100 metres from the ground. The two men radioed the phenomenon to 
their central office. At the same time, similar news was coming 
from Bagheria and Termini Imenese. At Termini the globe was seen 
at 5»10 am, exactly 25 minutes after the first sighting. 

A patrolling group of "Carabinieri" saw it stopping just over the 
centre of the town and, between 5° 10 am and 5=20 am, they saw it 
rising up to a great height, but very slowly. 

More than two hours afterward came another news report from 
the "Carabinieri" office at Petralia (a town on the interior). 

The object disappeared at 7°40 am. 

A UFO was seen again on Tuesday, 12th December, in the sky 
of Termini Imense at 3° 30 am., and at the same time, similar news 
reports came from Bagheria and Palermo. 

The Sergeant of the "Carabinieri", Marco Bonfiglio, of the 
radio-controlled group of Palermo took two instantaneous pictures 
of the luminous object.

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When the military men tried to get in touch with their central 
office via radio, they realized that their radio was not working, 

It began operating again ten minutes afterwards. The UFO had 
disappeared a few seconds earlier. The witnesses, Sergeant Bonfigli 
and Constable Vincenzo Rappo of the radio-controlled group of 
Palermo, soon after the above-described sighting, as^ed the Punta 
Raisi Airport, via radio, whether it would possibly have been an 
aeroplane in transit; the answer was negative : no aeroplane was in 
transit at that moment in that area. 

Until the 12th December, the privileged ones had been the 
"Carabinieri", but on the 13th December, almost at the same time, 
the UPO phenomenon is repeated, and this time the photos of the 
luminous object are ta v en by the scientific police of Palermo 
police station, who, on a sequence of images, succeeded in 
photographing the flight of the UPO. 

The same anomalous phenomena are repeated, such as : the 
police radio stops wording, the motors of cars come to a halt, 
the lights switch off, etc. 

The phenomenon of 13th December was seen by thousands of 
people in Palermo. Before this night sighting, at about 10.30 am 
until about 12 noon a luminous disc, with evident and well visible 
metal reflexes, was stationary*, vertically above the central post 
office in Palermo, near the historical centre of the city. 

At approximately 12 noon the object suddenly disappeared.

A CLOSE APPROACH_0F THE THIRD KIND_.^._0H ETHA a ITALY.

A "close approach of the third kind" took place late in 
the evening (between 22.30 and 23.05) of the 4th July, 1978, on 
the slopes of Etna, right at the foot of Mount Sona. 

Three soldiers and a woman thus described their extraordinary 
experience to the Sicilian press. They are Sergeants Franco 
Padellero, 21, and Attilio di Salvatore, 30, of the Military Air¬ 
force, and Marine Sergeant Maurizio Di Pietro, 21, who all belong 
to the base of Nato di Signoella, and the woman is Mrs. Antonina 
Esposito. 

The three men and the woman were on a mountain trip in an 
"Alfasud" belonging to Sergeant di Salvatore, when they saw in the 
sky over Mount Sona a formation of three luminous objects. 

There follows a resume of their report.... 

"Me stopped the car and got out to v/atch the phenomenon. 
The three objects were of a red colour and seemed to pulsate 
as they expanded and retracted. Suddenly, one of the objects, 
which were arranged li^e a triangle in the sky, moved away 
from the others and came down towards us. When it was quite 
near to us, a little more than 300 metres, it disappeared 
behind Mount Sona.

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l/e drove our car in the direction in which it had disapp¬ 
eared, and seeing the object framed in the sun, got out and 
approached it on foot. 

It was the classical flying saucer, surmounted, by an 
illuminated cupola, which emitted a bright yellow light. 

On the ground beside the object stood, five or six 
beings which, from where we were standing (about 100 metres) 
looked to be very big. 

Two of them moved, away from the group and walked towards 
us until they were about 5 metres away= l/e were all four 
of us petrified with fear, as though paralysed by a strange 
force; we were quite unable to move. 

The two mysterious beings were tall and. dressed in 
very close-fitting white overalls. They wore their blond 
hair to should.er length, and. their features were human and 
very handsome. 

They smiled at us and with a sign of the head., one of 
them pointed, out the land.ed. saucer. 

l/e looked again in the direction of the object which 
suddenly began to emit a d.iverse myriad of coloured lights, 
mostly yellows, pinks and blues. 

Just at the moment when we heard the sound of a car- 
engine climbing the road, the lights sudd.enly went out. 

As soon as the car passed., they once again lit up. 

Ue had the impression that the beings wanted to show 
us the size of the object. Its d.iameter was about 12 metres. 

Then, suddenly, we felt ourselves set free and vie went 
back to our car and. returned, to Catania". 


Subsequent to these events, the military authorities have 
refrained from answering any questions. 


As for Mrs. Esposit'a, she made the following statement to 
the local paper which interviewed, her : 

"About 36 hours after our meeting with the extra¬ 
terrestrials, all four of us felt very relaxed and., at 
the same time, filled with a feeling of euphoria, of 
well-being. I am not able to say what this is due to, 
but all four of us experienced this strange feeling".
